The theory of obsolescence was the creed of the building industry 
from 1920 to 1929. Tearing down the so-called old and obsolete 
buildings became a delightful vocation. Modern invention was 
the excuse employed by the building industry to further their 
theory that all that was not new should be destroyed and re- 
placed. Wrecking companies paid large dividends to their stock- 
holders. Somehow one had the feeling that the ghost of obsoles- 
cence was lurkng in the shadows of every existing building ready 
to haunt it as soon as some major or even minor mechanical 
feature was outmoded. 


When New York's tallest skyscraper was almost completed | 
heard a prominent architectural magazine editor, who was 
obsessed with the theory of obsolescence, remark “that building 
is already obsolete.” This was indicative of the thinking only a 
few years ago. 


Then came the depression! Obsolescence no longer was the 
raison d'etre for calling in the building wreckers. Activity in 
the building industry dropped to an unheard of low. Economic 
laws have a punitive way about them for making humans suffer 
restitution for a sin as great as wastefulness. 


The contrast today is interesting, obsolescence has lost its 
destructive teeth. Modern invention functions sanely and we no 
longer tear down entire units of shelter because some of their 
parts happen to be worn out or lack the efficiency of a newly 
invented counterpart. America today has a new sense of values, 
evidenced by its willingness to modernize, which is diametrically 
opposed to wastefulness—it is the antithesis of obsolescence. 


It is significant that the new modernization program which is 
based on such sound economic principles presents the greatest 
opportunity that the decorating profession has yet seen. 


Heretojore, on new construction projects the interior deco- 
rator was dependent upon the architect to initiate the enter- 
prise, but in modernization work the decorator may be the 
entrepreneur. He can call in the architect only to make the neces- 
sary structural changes and then carry on the rest of the work 
according to his own specifications. 


An outstanding example of an interior decorator making the 
most of the opportunities which the present national moderniza- 
lion program presents is told in a story on modernization in

LIGHTING 


AND LAMPS 


y 
Natural light, as it increases to midday and 
softens into evening, offers a variety of effects 
full of beauty and degrees of brightness 
which are so perfectly diffused that the eyes 
suffer no strain from the changeful variations. 
Curtains at the windows regulate this natural 
light in the room according to its require- 
ments. But beautiful as an interior may be 
by day, in the evening it may be even more 
attractive by lamplight, for the well lighted 
room is always a charming one, and lovely 
lamps properly disposed about an interior re- 
veal only its better qualities. 

Lighting may be said to consist of two 
types: portable, consisting of divers types of 
lamps; and architectural, consisting of fixed 
illumination from ceiling and wall fixtures 
and also from concealed sources. 

The variety of portable lamps and oppor- 
tunities for their selection are as limitless as 
they are interesting. Examples range from 
simple pottery units with parchment shades, 
to expensive examples fashioned of porcelains 
or rare metals combined with jade and crys- 
tal whose shades are of the finest handmade 
fabrics, including brocades interwoven with 
glistening gold and silver threads, delicate 
gauzes, georgette crepes and China silks. 

Before a lamp is finally decided upon it

should meet the following requirements: Is 
the lamp appropriate for the room in which 
it is to be used? Is it of the same charac- 
ter in design and color as the other furnish- 
ings in the room? Is it suitable in type 
for the use to which it is to be put? Finally, 
what is the size of the table upon which the 
lamp is to stand? Because a lamp is a 
source of light. it attracts more interest than 
does any other objet dart and is therefore 
always placed near a wall, rather than in the 
center of the room, where it can be absorbed 
by the background. 

The selection of a shade is as important 
as that of the lamp base it is to complement 
because it is not only a decorative feature 
but controls the flow of light as well. For 
this reason it should, like the lamp base, be 
studied in relation to its purpose and position 
in the room. Uniformity of shading is always 
to be observed, and all conflicting shapes and 
colors assiduously avoided. A_ severely tail- 
ored shade, simple of line and with texture 
emphasized, is preferable to one depending 
upon a meaningless frou-frou of feathers, 
ruies, ribbon festoons or tassels for interest.

The newer tailored shade materials includ: 
straw, haircloth, cork, metal and leather. The 
correct shade will appear to be an integral 
part of the lamp unit and not merely as an 
adjunct. This desirable effect is frequently 
heightened by duplicating in the shade the 
lines and decoration of the base. This rela- 
tionship between lamp base and shade exists 
in materials as well as in colors. Pleated 
silk and parchment are equally good as ma- 
terials; the first because of the softened qual 
ity with which it imbues light, and the second 
because of its trimness and simplicity and 
opportunities for appropriate ornamentation. 

The decorative relationship of lighting fix- 
tures to the room in which they appear is be- 
coming more and more important in decora- 
tion, and no longer does one see austere hand- 
wrought iron fixtures associated with the 
simple Colonial style installed in rooms with 
furniture and background connoting the later 
Federal Period. 

A ceiling fixture controlled by a wall switch 
will be sufficient in a hall inasmuch as few 
halls ever serve other than merely as a pas- 
sage. However it is obvious that more adapt- 
able lighting is essential in other rooms of the 
house. The hall with open stairs permits an 
interesting effect with a hanging lantern, and 
there are several types available that include 
both the Early American etched round glass 
lanterns and the elaborate Georgian types.

Ceiling fixtures are satisfactory only in 
formal drawing rooms of great size, and for 
these interiors—forming a proper period set- 
ting, of course—nothing exceeds in beauty the 
chandelier dripping pendants and chains of 
sparkling crystal. A ceiling fixture in the bed- 
room, however, is an exception, and it is sup- 
plemented by other lighting at the bed and 
the dressing table. When chandeliers are used 
in other rooms in the house, there should like- 
wise be supplementary lighting from wall fix- 
tures. If a central lighting fixture is hung in 
the small room, it will either be dispropor- 
tionate in scale or create a glare that will 
draw attention to the center of the room and 
reduce its apparent size. Ii it is absolutely 
necessary that an overhead light be used, a 
flat frosted glass plate hung close to the ceil- 
ing will distribute a soft light without glare. 
Floor lamps are never advisable except where 


close, bright illumination is required, as at a 
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piano, bridge table or sewing stand. And in- 
direct lighting from floor lamps, although de- 
signed to eliminate glare, is not entirely sat- 
isfactory because most of the light is thrown 
on the ceiling in a manner that is objection- 
able in a perfectly planned interior. 

The wall bracket dates from about 1735, 
when it first appeared in England as a single 
sconce backed with a metal plate to protect 
the wall from the candle flame; later the 
plate became a reflector, generally of mirror, 
and assumed many elaborate shapes. The ap- 
pliques of 18th Century France are especially 
lovely, and provide another opportunity for 
elegance in lighting fixtures. Wall brackets 
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protected by shades are preferable to a ceil- 
ing fixture in a paneled room with balanced 
wall spaces and openings. 

Because mellowness is the chief quality de- 
sired in lighting, candles combined with elec- 
tricity constitute the ideal form of illumina- 
tion for the dining room. Shaded side lights 
will give a diffused light to the room and un- 
shaded flames of candles on the table will 
contribute a festive glow that is highly de- 
sirable. 

Although we have had the efficient electric 
bulb for more than half a century, its possi- 
bilities in decoration have not been developed 
to any great extent except within the past 
twenty-five years when the increased activities 
of modern life demanded a greater variety of 
decorative media, which in turn were en- 
hanced by proper lighting. In the interim the 
design and character of portable lamps under- 
went a complete metamorphosis until today, 
when the use of electricity is so universal, 
lighting has come to be one of the salient 
considerations in decoration and lamps an im- 
portant factor in the tout ensemble of every 
interior. 

For centuries man produced light by burn- 
ing raw materials, but with the advent of the 
electric bulb a great impetus was given to 
lighting. With the lighting requirements for 
efficient vision settled, inexpensive control- 
lable light is available in any amount, and 
it is exercising a great influence upon interior 
decoration. The confusion and glare of early 
lighting is now a thing of the past, and mod- 
ern electrical science by means of reflectors 
and control of light rays offers many oppor- 
tunities for the dramatic in decoration. 

Today concealed lighting is appropriately 
termed architectural illumination, and is em- 
ployed by architects and decorators as some- 
thing with which to build and decorate. This 
versatile lighting, capable of infinite varia- 
tions, is employed to supplement the usual fix- 
tures and portable lamps and its decorative 
possibilities are limitless because of its econo- 
my and simplicity of treatment. 

In its modern guise, architectural illumina- 
tion is most adaptable, and either direct or

indirect it is frequently employed in a simple 
manner with astonishing results. For instance, 
it can be confined entirely beneath a surface 
of enclosed glass to emphasize an architec- 
tural plane, or it can be spread, in a similar 
manner, behind a cornice or a frieze to il- 
luminate an entire room. Every advantage is 
taken to reflect light, by means of light col- 
ored walls and ceilings and by reflectors, to 
relieve a room of any depressing shadowy 
tendency. With reflectors and structural glass 
acting as lenses, the lighting will assume dif- 
ferent forms without being spotty in effect. 
Thus by merely pressing a switch, a room 
can be transformed by concealed lighting: 
the walls will appear several shades lighter, 
and the cornice, window casements and niches 
will assume new interest, and the furniture 
will stand out in bold relief. Glass ornaments 
within the room, too, will radiate light—all 
without distracting shadows to mar the en- 
chanting effect.

Even colored lighting is now being em- 
ployed to augment decorative schemes. It is 
easily blended in a limitless variety of effects, 
is easily controlled and can be applied to any 
part of the room as desired. Thus a frosted 
glass frieze may have one color of light be- 
hind it, the entire ceiling may be another soft 
color, and glass pilasters and overmantel dec- 
oration may be still other colors. 

Lighting should be as flexible as possible 
for much of the success of an interior can be 
attributed to the manner in which it is 
lighted. If portions of a room, such as the 
overmantel and window groupings, are to be 
accented, lighting should be concentrated at 
those points for emphasis, in addition to the 
evenly diffused light in the room. To provide 
for these effects, the wiring naturally must 
be adequate and the number of outlets suff- 
cient.

0. a tree-bordered street in Georgetown, now 
a part of Washington, and still quaint with 
its uneven brick sidewalks, | found a house 
for sale at a good price. It and its other half 
were the only houses in the block that did 
not date from the Colonial period and _ that 
had not been remodeled. Its facade was ter- 
rific, a perfect example of the worst that 
could have been achieved in the General 
Grant era. A square bay window protruded 
from the uninteresting brick surface of the 
house and was enhanced by “fancy work” in 
nondescript brick. Stained glass supplied a 
finishing touch at the tops of the large single- 
paned windows behind narrow shutters, and 
a deep protruding cornice of row after row of 
bricks set in saw-tooth design was topped off 
with a tin trim reminiscent of embattlements 
atop medieval strongholds. 

As if this were not enough there were wide 
iron steps with ugly iron hand rails and 
double doors that were made duly elegant 
with much scroll work and carving of the 
day. The small garden space between house 
and sidewalk was a formless tangle of weeds. 
I dared to buy it, the first of my purchases 
not of Colonial design, and proceeded to 
console myself with the fact that the rooms 
were nicely proportioned, the house solidly 
built, and that it might ‘iave a nice remodeled 
future in its excellent neighborhood of  in- 
creasing values. But I think I really bought 
it out of sympathy for Colonial Georgetown 
which I love for its picturesque charm. 

There followed frenzied days and nights of 
planning, first with an eye to what the house 
needed to make it attractive and consistent 
with is location, and also with the more prac- 
tical thought of what some prospective pur- 
chaser might want and how much he might 
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be persuaded to pay for it. Then from fairly 
definite plans I asked for estimates from build 
ers and painters and plumbers, wanting to 
know in advance as nearly as possible just 
what all the remodeling would cost. From 
their bids it was clear to be seen I would not 
be able to do everything I wanted to in order 
to make the house lovely, for this was to be 
an investment and all too much of my allotted 
remodeling sum must go for the necessary 
things that never show—the good plumbing. 
heating, brick and plaster—before I found 
plans and estimates that seemed to promise 
well for the house both in remodeled appear- 
ance and in sales profit. 

The building line was eight feet beyond the 
foremost thrust of the fortress-like bay-win- 
dow, and I could build out to the limit of the 
lot, extending the rooms within by that much 
space. Lest I weaken once again before it 
could be remodeled, I had the front torn off 
immediately exposing all the Victorian hor- 
rors within. A new entrance on the street 
level allowed the second floor hall, the vesti- 
bule and the entire extension to be thrown 
into the front living room on the middle floor 
and gave space above for another bath and 
a good-sized dressing room. The former coal 
bin added to this new extension made an 
entrance hall on the street level, and the din- 
ing-room opening from it, when extended to 
the new front line, gained a view into the 
pleasant street; cut off at the rear end for 
good proportion, it also allowed a large but- 
ler’s pantry to be incorporated. We even 
managed to find space for a narrow hall be- 
side the rear kitchen as a passage to the 
brick-walled garden beyond. 

Because of old surrounding houses and 
limited finances, I planned the new facade to 
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Photographs, C. R. Wood, Washington, D. C. 
) A seemingly miraculous metamorphosis has 
been accomplished simply by eliminating 
incongruous feudal stonework and substit- 
, ing a more domestic facade of brick and 
stucco. The design of the half timberwork 
relieves any tendency toward severity.

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be quite simple, with balanced windows and 


doors and a fine cornice and gentle sloping 
roof. From the many fine old houses torn 
down in Washington these last few years to 
make way for the new Romanesque govern- 
ment buildings, old bricks were available in 
great numbers and at little cost. These prop- 
erly laid gave to the new front and the ex- 
tension something of the look of the older 
genteel neighboring houses. My great con- 
cern was for an attractive and welcoming en- 
trance doorway, and the beauty of this feature 
was enhanced by a carefully laid brick walk 
(and what a time to get it laid properly be-

cause my brick-layer was more efficient than 
Colonial-minded!) and evergreens and_box- 
wood. A low brick wall separated my new 
formality from the still unredeemed “other 
half” with its ugly bay window and garbage 
pails under the stout iron steps. 

I had long since removed the worst of the 
Victorian jig-saw trim inside and had painted 
the dark walnut woodwork a soft cream color. 
The massive marble mantels with their large 
openings, I ruthlessly pulled out and broke 
up for stepping stones in the garden. The 
smooth new cement surfaces of the enlarged 
openings were marbleized to simulate the fin- 
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Respacing of windows not only 
resulted in more light for the 
interior, but meant an improved 
facade as well. Note how the 
substitution of smaller panes 
have changed former “holes in 
the wall” to pleasant windows.

been installed, the heating plant had been en- 
larged, new radiators and pipes hidden, and 
new bath-room and kitchen fixtures were in 
place. 

All these changes had required glorious. 
yet terrible days: days when I wallowed in 
old plaster and rotten wood ankle high on 
some of the floors, days when I must admit 
I often had the sinking feeling, which comes 
to all of us who remodel, that I would never 
be able to make order out of such chaos and 
that either the contractor or I would die in 
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the struggle! But now I could call in the 
Hoor men with their sanding machines and 
shellacs to work wonders on the old broad 
planked floors, the painters with their magic 
brushes to hide old ugliness with a sweep of 
the hand, and the paperhangers to cover 
great stretches of uninteresting walls with 
papers of fine Colonial designs. 

Color, which to my mind is quite as im- 
portant as anything that goes into a house, 
required great pains for the final tints, often 
wearing my painters’ patience very thin as I 
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suggested a bit more umber in this and just 
a touch more chrome green in that. The 
front and sides of the house were painted a 
Colonial yellow with creamy white trim and 
doors and cornice, an effective contrast to 
the green of nearby old trees and the box- 
wood in the tiny entrance garden. The hall 
inside and up to the top floor repeated in 
lighter tints the colors of the outside. Above 
a dado of blue-green we hung a beautiful old 
paper, with blue-greens, cream and warm

WY alter Dorwin Teague was born in De- 
catur, Indiana, December 18, 1883. He is of 
lrish extraction on his father’s side, and 
English and Welch on his mother’s. Appar- 
ently the English and Welch have subdued the 
Irish, because Mr. Teague has a_ pleasant 
easy manner, and one has the feeling that 
he never permits himself to get unduly ex- 
cited. 

He has no degrees from colleges or uni- 
versities for which to apologize or boast 
about. Since graduating from high school, 
he has educated himself. In this respect 
the past tense should not be used, for his 
education, judging from his knowledge in

every conceivable subject, is a continuous 
process. He loves books. He is an avid 
reader and will follow a subject relentlessly, 
reading everything available on it, then when 
his curiosity is satisfied he will go off on an- 
other tangent. For instance, he is an authority 
on French history centering around the Revo- 
lution. The Italian Renaissance is another 
period that he has studied thoroughly. Ar- 
chaeology is an obsession with him. Why? 
He will tell you that perhaps it is because he 
collected Indian arrow heads when he was 
a boy. 

He likes sports; riding is his favorite be- 
cause, he says, “It’s exhilarating and you can 
do it alone—except for the horse, of course, 
who is generally good company!” 

Mr. Teague is intensely interested in using 
machines and mass production as artistic 
media. His versatility as a designer is force- 
fully expressed by the following list of prod- 
ucts that he has redesigned within the past 
few years. He has designed cameras, moving 
picture equipment, fabrics, pewterware, oil 
burning heaters, oil, gas and coal burning 
furnaces, electrical switch boxes, air condi- 
tioning equipment, decorative glassware, fur- 
niture, the entire Ford exhibit at the Century 
of Progress, and recently their new exhibit 
and buildings at the San Diego Fair. 

Upon questioning Mr. Teague as to his 
approach to a designing problem, he made the 
following statement, which clearly shows his

scientific approach. 

“In undertaking the design of a new prod- 
uct, I first study the market and the com- 
petition. It may be necessary to shop all the 
retail stores in New York that carry a certain 
type of merchandise, and also compile a writ- 
ten report with sketches.

| CURTAIN FABRICS 


BY LELAND 


The full decorative intent of a fashion is 
never immediate. It insinuates itself into the 
household arts through subtle changes in- 
augurated by growing trends. These changes 
in the established vogue come gradually, and 
their salient medium is always decorative 
textiles. 

What with the prodigious number of beauti- 
ful fabrics which decorators today have at 
their command—including every known weave 
and texture from cobwebby gauzes to the opu- 
lent Renaissance velvets and the delicate 
brochés and damasks woven from organzine 
silk, in designs from primitive to Modern and 
in colors from primary to pastel—there are 
opportunities for drapery and 
treatments limited in interest only by the skill 
of the decorator himself. 


upholstery 


Textiles, from the viewpoint of color, pat- 
tern and texture, occupy the most important 
place in the entire field of interior decoration. 
Certainly drapery and upholstery fabrics con- 
tribute more to the ultimate success of a room 
than any other factor in the ensemble. They 
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add zest to both furniture and draperies, and 
they are of inestimable value in’ emphasizing 
either a formal or informal scheme. 

The modern method of handling fabrics in 
an interior coalesces the unrelated details— 
the walls, the floor and the furniture—into 
one harmonious whole which results in unity 
of decoration. Always fabrics can be de- 
pended upon to lift the static of a mediocre 
room even though it possess a colorless back- 
ground and furniture of no great interest. 
Indeed in every case of an interior being 
correct in furnishings and architecture but, 
nevertheless, lacking a certain éclat, the rea- 
son can be attributed to an unwise selection 
of fabrics. 

When one is reviewing the range of tex- 
tiles for selections to be used in an ensemble, 
three considerations should be borne in mind: 
color scheme, amount of pattern, and the 
relationship of furniture and architecture to 
fabrics. Thus if the room is planned in the 
Internaticnal style with contemporary furni- 
ture, only richly textured modern fabrics of 
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Green and white cretonne 
shown on page 55, S. M. Hex- 
ter.

restrained designs and definite colorings will 
be used. 

Aside from their weave and colors, many 
of the drapery fabrics are faithfully repro- 
duced from old fabrics—handblocked on 
monks cloth and linen crash, or printed on 
glazed percales—and possess much historic 
interest. For instance, crewel embroidery, 
stitched in colors on heavy cotton twill, was 
introduced into England in the Elizabethan 
period. It is of Kashmir origin, but its de- 
signs today are reproduced by machine or 
blocked by hand on cotton or linen for purses 
that cannot afford the embroidered fabric.

Printed Fabrics: For generations hand- 
blocked linen has contributed its colorful 


charm to English living rooms. The com- 
bination of rich colors and texture makes 
it an appropriate drapery and slipcover ma- 
terial for many different types of rooms. 
Linen drapes beautifully and confers an 
air of intimacy. Always an excellent choice 
for informal rooms, it often is also the answer 
for suitableness in type of pattern and color 
for the formal interior. Of the linens, the 
colorful Georgian designs in blended soft 
colors are the most effective. 

Cotton fabrics are in the height of fashion. 
The new novelty weaves claim distinction 
through their emphasis on texture. The fol- 
lowing well-known fabrics are woven from 
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cotton: chintz, percale, gingham, calico, cam- 
bric, cretonne and monk’s cloth, also the 
lighter materials including muslin, voile, mar- 
quisette, organdy and theatrical gauze. 

Chintz is derived from the Hindu word, 
“chint”, meaning color, and comprises printed 
cotton cloth of fine texture, unglazed, glazed 
or semi-glazed, with colorful floral patterns 
against a light or dark background. There 
is a gaiety of spirit about chintz which gains 
immediate response and approval from 
everyone. Because of the variegated designs, 
it is particularly appropriate for curtains and 
slipcovers in bedrooms; the dark _ back- 
grounds, brown, tete de negre and mulberry, 
make it acceptable also for informal living 
rooms. In the bright, glazed examples—both 
hand-blocked and roller printed—it is useful 
for cheerful schemes in sunrooms and _ break- 
fast rooms, and it is sometimes used for win- 
dow shades in kitchens and bathrooms. In- 
deed chintz is now used throughout the year 
in every room in the house, and if it is formal 
in design it may be correctly combined with 
the richest damasks and brocades. Chintz is 
most decorative when used as_ unlined 
draperies with the light behind to bring 
out the brilliant color and design. 

Glazed cambric, or as it is more familiarly 
known, “plain chintz”, was woven originally 
in Cambrai, France. Its particular interest 
to decorators is attributable to its high glaze 
and dust-repellent starch finish which makes 
it especially useful as a material where strong. 
contrasting color is desired. as for cushions, 
slipcovers or simple bedroom draperies. 

Glazed percale differs from cambric_ in 
many ways, although one is often mistaken 
for the other. Glazed percale is lighter in 
weight and of finer quality, but not as long- 
wearing as cambric. The texture, too, is 
smoother, and the colors more tub-fast and 
delicate in tone. Percale is more expensive 
because of the fine yarn employed in_ its 
manufacture. 

Cretonne is printed cotton cloth similar 
to unglazed chintz, but of heavier texture, 
larger patterns and stronger colorings. The

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Sleek Fabrics: Silk, characterized — by 
softness and luster, is used in the weav- 


ing of the following fabrics: brocade, damask, 
brocatelle, broché, velvet, satin, grosgrain 
and moire, as well as the lighter examples 
which include faille, pongee, radium, China 
silk and gauze. 

The silk industry was established in Europe 
sometime in the Sixth Century. Italy and 
Spain sponsored velvets and damasks which 
reached the apex of their development dur- 
ing the Renaissance. France evidenced a 
preference for the lighter, finer silks, such 
as brocade, broché, moire and taffeta. Fran- 
cis | fostered the struggling silk weaving 
industry which Louis XI had inaugurated at 
Tours. And under Philippe de Lasalle, in 
the 18th Century, French weavers achieved 
designs in silk never surpassed elsewhere 
either before or afterward. Patterns of 
flowers tied into nosegays with ribbons and 
waving festoons of lace were delineated with 
butterflys and birds, all in natural colors 
elaborately embroidered in satin and chenille 
stitches. These marvelous silks were used 
for wall panels, draperies and upholstery. 

Damask is a contrasting figured fabric of 
one color with a satin weave. Designs are 
as clear on the reverse side as on the front. 
Renaissance patterns, both large and small, 
are characterized by a marked feeling for 
free-lowing rhythm. Powerful in delineation,

The best known varient of damask, one of 
several, is brocatelle, a heavier material with 
an embossed effect in high relief caused by 
the pattern, bolder in design than damask, 
being woven with a linen backing. Gold or 
silver threads are often incorporated in the 
background or in the raised pattern. 

Lampas, made of silk and often mistaken 
for damask, is, as a matter of fact, closely 
related to brocatelle in that two separate sys- 
tems of warp and of filling threads are em- 
ployed in the weaving. The ground is gen- 
erally of satin, and the filling threads, 
frequently of different colors, come to the 
face of the material. Lampas will be found 
to have even more of a delicate design than 
damask. 

Satin, to be had in an amazing variety of 
colors, has a lacquer-like smoothness that is 
greatly desired for decoration in the current 
fashion. Sateen is a tub-and-sun fast domes- 
tic cotton material resembling satin, and it 
is used principally for lining draperies and 
upholstering bedroom furniture. The fabric 
is available in a wide range of colors. 

Armure, which very closely resembles 
damask, is made of silk combined with cot- 
ton, and can usually be recognized by its 
raised satin design—usually of lattice stripes 
or a small floral pattern—and poplin ground.

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grey tints in its design. The woodwork and 
the risers and spindles of the stairs I kept an 
ivory tint, the color of the trim outside in 
shadow, but a bit warmer for hospitality. The 
dining room was soon resplendent in warm 
chrome yellow with cream trim and manile, 
a fit background for mellow mahogany furni- 
ture and chintzes of old design that were to 
be used in its decoration and furnishing. The 
greatly enlarged living room, and the library 
opening off it on the middle floor, took on 
great charm and a sense of added space when 
painted a robin’s egg blue in flat finish. 
Bedrooms acquired new grace as we covered 
their walls with interesting colors and papers. 
Kitchen and pantry and baths | had sternly 
refused to glorify, and consequently they 
look much better with their plain painted 
walls toning in with adjoining rooms of the 
simple house. 

Long before the house was finished real 
estate agents and their clients had been climb- 
ing through the piles of debris wanting to 
know just what I meant to do with it all, 
what would be the rental, what the sale 
price. Renters came again, clamoring for me 
to sign just one little lease. But I turned 
a deaf ear: I would not sell or rent until 
I saw to it that all of the “General Grant” 
ugliness had been removed and my Colonial 
fancy given full sway. Finally after two 
months and a half of planning, estimating, 
and often almost hourly supervision, begging, 
cajoling, praising, ordering my army of work- 
ers to do things my way, the house was fin- 
ished. Floors were waxed for the last time, 
windows polished, paint removed from glass 
and enamel, plumbing in new and old _ bath- 
rooms and kitchen scrubbed to glistening 
white. 

Then I turned decorator again for a day, 
hung ruffled curtains at some of the windows, 
over curtains of chintz in dining room and 
living room, moved in a few old tables and 
chairs and an Oriental rug or two just to 
suggest what might be done by way of deco- 
ration and furnishing. At last the doors were 
thrown open in welcome to whomever would 
look and rent or buy, as I offered up the 
usual prayer. The first caller arrived as the 
last curtain was hung. An hour later he re- 
turned with his client. Three days later the

The Decorators Stockroom 
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house was sold for cash and the day was 
done! 

Two weeks later I bought another even 
uglier and later Victorian house, and now a 
few months later that, toe, is remodeled and 
sold. But that is another story. And soe is 
the tale of the marble-front house of the Gay 
Nineties which I am now remodeling for a 
client, and which promises to show the great- 
est improvement of any of my houses. 

Fine old Colonial houses painstakingly 
designed are a joy to the architecturally 
minded who would restore them to their 
former beauty. They demand reconstruction 
for strength, sometimes slight changes and 
additions, but plead for strict adherence to 
the architect’s original dreams. Would thai 
there were an endless supply of these heri- 
tages to remodel for posterity! Here as else- 
where there are many well-built, often well- 
proportioned later houses that plead for re- 
modeling to give them beauty and comfort. 
but the number is limited, and dwindling 
constantly as more and more discriminating 
purchasers see their possibilities. They call 
for more ingenuity, to be sure, but offer great 
satisfaction in real improvement and a gen- 
erous profit to those who would care and dare 
to work on them. 

Remodeling, as do all other phases of ar- 
chitecture and decorating, demands a_thor- 
ough knowledge of design and construction. 
Volumes could be written about the houses 
that have been remodeled and supposedly 
restored by the amateur only to later meet 
with disaster in design and _ construction. 
Given carte blanche, any construction com- 
pany should be able to well follow out ideas 
of the remodeler. Those of us who must work 
closely on careful budgets have an added 
acre, but not an insurmountable one, in let- 
ting out separate contracts and coordinating 
the different phases of work. 

I would not, could not, attempt to design 
and build a new house for I am many hours 
short of an architectural degree. That I leave 
to my good friends the architects and their 
superior ability in original house design. But 
I have learned not to be afraid of remodeling 
old houses of any period. Each in its par- 
ticular way offers suggestions that any deco- 
rator experienced in working in other people’s

Taffeta comes from the Persian word, 
“taftah”. It is a crisp, paper-like finely corded 
silk of high quality, either plain color or 
changeable, and can be secured in a wide 
range of colors. Taffeta is rather prohibitive 
in cost, but there are rayon substitutes. 

The two outstanding substitutes for silk 
are rayon and celanese. Both fibers are manu- 
factured of reconstructed vegetable pulp fila- 
ments, and consequently lack the elasticity 
of twisted silk threads. In appearance rayon 
is rather glittery compared with the gleam- 
ing sheen of silk. Celanese is a delicate 
fabric, chiffon-like in texture, which assumes 
lovely soft folds. It is to be had in an almost 
unlimited color range.

Obviously scientific lighting no longer is 
merely a matter of sufficient illumination, but 
of using the light itself to achieve decorative 
effects. It is developing a nice balance be- 
tween science and art, but unless artistic 
lighting is used for functional design—is com- 
pletely attuned to the tempo of the present 
it cannot parallel the progress of the lighting 
engineer. Perhaps it is in the field of light- 
ing, more than in any other, that develop- 
ments in interior decoration of the future are 
cast.
